Mr. Ellis has been Suverintendent of the American Print- 
ing House for the Blind for the vast seventeen years, and has had 
an outstanding record as director of the pvolicies and programs of 
this institution. The many services rendered the schools for the- 
blind have been increased tremendously during the past fifteen 
years, and it was principally due to the understanding of problems 
of blind students and their needs by the Superintendent of the 
Printing House that this was possible. 


In the death of Mr. Ellis the work for the blind has lost a 
devoted and efficient leader, and the blind have lost a sincere 
friend.

The library and the librarian do have a definite effect on the pub- 
lic. 


Multiple advantages are to be gained by the librarian. There 
is the rare chance for furthsr personal development. His constant 
contact with the public offers an opportunity for continuous self- 
education. His associates are congenial; his surroundings are 
pleasant. 


There is a greater demand for librarians today than ever before. 

This is the result of the enormously incrscased reading public and 
crowded conditions of the colleges and (universities. As this con- 
dition will exist for several years, I feel that with the proper 
preparation and qualifications, I should be able to obtain a posi- 
tion. The preparation for such a position is long and arduous. A 
four year college course and two years.of scientific library train- 
ing are required. 


I have always felt that one should enter only the vrofession 
in which he would find happiness. Notwithstanding the obstacles 
which may confront me, I shall enter the work which I feel will 
make me happy.
